The Pan-German Idea. 


The promoters of the pan-Germanic 


idea, about which so innch Is said now- 
adays la the European prfc.3. reckon ,«8 
German all their compatriots -who have 
left the fatherland \rtthin the last six- 
ty years. According to their calcula- 
tion, the total German population Is 
pretty nearly 90,000,000, of whom 10.- 
620,000 are settled in different parts of 
the American continent, principally In 
the United States, G23.000 In Africa, 
mostly In Cape Colony and the annexed 
Boer states, and 100,000 In Australia 
and New Zealand. 


Professor Brandl, chairman of the 


German General School association, 
speaking at the recent colonial con- 
gress, laid stress upon the Importance 
of German Instruction In America, the 
promotion of which he strongly advo- 
cated. After observing that at present 
half a million American children were 
being taught In the German language 
Professor Brandl said: 


The importance of that fact will be 


realized when 1| is remembered that n 
national civilization is not rooted in the 
soil and does not depend upon forms ot 
government or upon museums or build- 
ings, but solely upon our language, which 
is the instrument of thought. Of coftree 
the struggle for existence imposes upon 
our transoceanic brethren the necessity of 
being bilingual. Owing to their numerical 
weataiess, the German colonists are in a 
very difficult position In South America, 
South Africa and Australia, but even 
there efforts are being mode to preserve 
the German language and customs which 
are deserving not merely of admiration, 
but support. 


There is little political danger, at 


least In this country, from auy pan- 
Germanic propaganda. However much 
our fellow citizens of German nativity 
and descent, who form one of the best 
elements In our composite nationality, 
may care for the preservation of the 
language and literature, the customs 
and traditions of the fatherland, -which 
are admirable, there is no ground for 
fear that in any emergency they will 
ever falter in their loyalty to the coun- 
try of their adoption.

An alliance between them would, if 
the .American nation came anywhere 
near maintaining a naval strength pro- 
portionate to its commercial position, 
render the appearance of armed ships 
of any other nation on the sea a mere 
impertinence, but there will never be 
nriy formal alliance. It is evident that 
even Lord Charles Beresford, who Is a 
great partisan of the United States, 
never expects any such alliance. The 
thing which he has in mind is a per- 
fectly practicable and desirable thing— 
a moral understanding, a sympathetic 
juncture of purposes, In favor of peace, 
all over the world.

ing the long flap of skin intact. Make 
a short cut at the lower end of the 
breastbone; insert two fingers nnd 
loosen all rue organs in the body cav- 
ity. 
Firmly grasp .the largest—the 


gizzard—$iud steadily pull outward1. If 
this Is properly done, all will be drawn 
out, leaving only the large intestine 
fast to the body. 


Cut through the skin nil round the 


vent and the intestine is completely 
detached without trouble. 
Y\"ith the 


fingers remove the lungs and take out 
the kidneys. Now examine carefully. 
If the body cavity is empty, wipe it 
out with a cloth wrung out of cold 
water. Thoroughly wipe the skiu with 
the cloth. Detach, the liver from tho 
intestines, carefully cutting out the 
gall. Cut open the heart and remove 
any clotted blood which it may con- 
tain. Cut off the gizzard, slit and turu 
back the iridescent membrane nt either 
side and cut out the solid pieces of 
meat lying beneath. Discard every- 
thing else. 


Fill the cavity with stuffing, but do 


not pack it too solidly. Have ready a 
long trussing needle; it should be at 
least twelve inches in length, threaded 
with a yard or more of strong but com- 
paratively fine twine. Close the body 
cavity with two or three stitches. Put 
a spoonful or two of stuffing over the 
breast, turn- the neck flap over the 
back; turn the wings back and under 
so tlmt the tips cross over the flap. If 
the latter is too short to allow of this, 
it inuct be fastened by a stitch. Run 
the needle completely through the 
body, inserting it under the bone in the 
second joint of the wing and coming 
out at the same point on the other side. 
Returning, take the same course, ex- 
cept that the needle should pass over 
the wing bones. Draw the twine taut 
and tie firmly. Cut the twine a couple 
of inches below the knot. 


Press- tire legs upward against the 


body; run the needle through the fowl, 
entering and coming out below the 
boue of the thigh; oil the return stitch 
pass above these bones. Draw and tie 
as in the preceding stitch. Pass the 
neodle through tho ends of the legs; 
returning, go through the tail; tie down 
firmly. If this is properly done, the 
three icnots are all on the same side of 
the fowl, and It hj.s been fastened iu 
such a way that the breast is well 
thrown up and each joiut is in tho best 
position for carving. 
After roasting 


tho strings arc cut on the side opposite 
tho knots and the hanging ends make 
it but an instant's work to pull them 
out.

For the piece de resistance of the 


foregoing, originally given iu CJood 
Housekeeping, the instructions are: 


Itoust Turkey. — Keniove the crusts 


from a stale loaf of bread. Break the 
loaf in the middle and srate or rab the 
bread into toe crumbs. Season highly 
with salt and pepper. Add a cup of 
diced celery, cook tender. With a fork 
mix celery and seasoning well through 
the crumbs, then spilukle over and 
through them three or four tablespoons 
of melted butter. With a spoon put 
the prepared crumbs iu the place from 
which the crop was removed until the 
breast becomes plump. 
Put the re- 


maining crumbs in the body. Do not 
pack the crumbs closely in either crop 
or body, but allow rcour for them to 
swell when moistened by the steam 
from the turkey iu cooking. Fold back 
the wings. Press the legs close to the 
body, crossing the drumsticks ia front 
at the taiL With small skewers tmd 
strong cord fasten in proper shape. 


Place the turkey, bade up, on a nick 


ia the roasting pan. . When the back 
is browned, turn the turkey over, und 
when the breast and sides are nicely 
browned, baste with a thin gravy every 
ten cr fifteen minutes until the fowl is 
cooked. An eight pound turkey will 
cook thoroughly in two hours. Use tho 
water in winch the celery was cooked 
to malre basting gravy for the turkey.

A low, broad window ledge filled 


with plants attracted my attention'be- 
cause of the coverings for the pots, 
wlvich were of fine, plaited cane or 
wicker, stained brown.

The low v.-lwle- 
ships now in commission report whales 
numerous in aill of the old tishujg 
grounds, and big lish have Lcea taken 
within two days' sail of Xe\v Bedford. 


There is more money in whales today 


than in many a modern conmierciui 
cgdertaking. and so long as largj 
profits can be made whalers will con- 
tinue to be built and sent to sea. there- 
by preserving perhaps tha uio&t ro- 
mantic occupation to which the se.i 
has given rise since pirates went out of 
business. 


New Bedford meantime Is in some- 


what of a quandary. The recent ar- 
rival of the whaling bark Canton, 
back from a seventeen months* voy- 
age with 2,200 barrels of sperm oil on 
board, and the return of another baric 
with a full cargo of oil and whale- 
bone have stirred up the old timers. 


But of all the noble fleet of whalers 


that sailed out of that port before the 
war only a few vessels are now in com- 
mission, and most of these are schoon- 
ers not adapted to the long cruises of 
two to four years that mean a profita- 
ble voyage, for it sometimes happens 
that months will elapse without a 
"fish" being taken. 


Merchant ships cannot be made over 


into whalers. They must be built for 
it. The craft that must hold a huge 
lifty or sixty ton fish alongside in a 
tumbling sea, hanging on to the mighty 
bulk by main strength of tackle anil 
timber, must be built far more mass- 
ively than the ordinary 
merchant 


ship. So now, with sperm whales be- 
ing encountered within two and three 
days' sail from port'the ancient whal- 
ing town is unable to take full acl 
vantage of its new opportunity.

During the war of the rebellion tin- 


Alabama destroyed many a New Bin! 
ford whaler returning home from a 
long cruise in the arctic without know- 
Ing that two sections of the United 
States were at war with each other. 


After peace came the discovery of 


petroleum in Pennsylvania, and from 
that time to this whaling has gradual- 
ly declined. Because they saw no fu- 
ture for it Americans no longer took 
it up. The old sailors continued on with 
it, for they could do little clso, and. be- 
sides, the excitement of the life held 
them to it. 


When they became too old, though, 


for the daring work, no natives took 
their places. The Portuguese came to 
fill the empty berths in the fo'castle, 
arid on the whole they fill them well. 


Nearly all the captains of whalers 


sailing out of New Bedford today are 
Portuguese, and some of the owners 
are of that race also. As for the sail- 
ors, there are no others. All of the 
vessels are many yrr.rs old, and one 
by one they are rotting to pieces. Many 
a New Bedford man believes that some 
day his famous old port will no longer 
be in the whaling business. 


This dark belief is father discredited, 


however, by the present prosperous 
conditions of the dwindled little indus- 
try. At present the demand for sperm 
oil is larger than the supply. 


Many families laid foundations for 


the great wealth for which New Bod- 
ford Is noted In the whaling business. 
Among those who were interested in 
the business, which old captains say 
must have been worth1 $70,000,000 in Its 
heyday, were tho Merrills, the Roches 
nnd the Robinsons. 


Robinson 'was the father of Hetty 


Green, and it was tlirough his work 
and luck in whaling that she Is now 
known as "the richest woman In Amer- 
ica."

has made ix>ultry raising with many 
a more strenuous undertaking than 
ever before. 
To attempt to disguise 


this Is misleading. It will net perma- 
nently help our business to avoid the 
true facts In.order to encourage new 
but blind ventures or the retaining of 
birds of doubtful promise. 


Every unprofitable flock that is sent 


to market brings in immediate cash, 
stops the outlay for feed ai:d leaves 
room aud means for a new beginning 
with stock that wll! bt- profitable. 
Eggs are high, aud thoso who are 
feeding the right kind of hens are 
making more profit than they could 
when grain and eggs were cheaper, 
but those who are not fortunate 
enough to get a good egg yield are 
going behind more rapidly than for- 
merly. 


Men with progressive Ideas are try- 


Ing to show us the Importance of get- 
ting at facts—fundamental truths that 
when understood will help us to work 
uuderstandingly. Sometimes in a spirit 
of antagonism a poultry raiser claims 
that he Is satisfied with his egg yield 
and his ability to control it when such 
figures and facts as he can produce 
will not justify bis claim. Others un- 
der the pressure of large feed bills and 
a diminished egg supply candidly ad- 
mit that they are "all at sea." 


The condition of the 'poultry market 


seems to show that the high cost of 
feed is arousing poultry keepers to ac- 
tion. In some sections more early 
hatched cockerels have been thrown on 
the market than In previous years. 
The raiser realizes more than ever that 
it does not pay to bold them. As a con- 
sequence chickens have brought no 
more this year than last, although cost- 
ing more to produce. 


The usual drop in the egg yield this 


summer has been a serious matter to 
many. In February, March and April 
the flocks were laying profitably, hut 
in May, June and July, with the grow- 
ing chicks making ever increasing de- 
mands for food, broody bens in every 
pen and a lot of hens that are not 
broody failing to lay profitably or not 
at aU, the poultry keeper may be par- 
doned, for asking himself seriously, 
"Where am I at?" We can say that 
the hens, having laid heavily all win- 
ter and spring, need, a rest. 


That will (Jo very well when we are 


sure that tho individual birds that are 
"resting" now are the ones that laid 
.heavily all winter, but often it is found 
that the summer drone is also the win- 
ter drone. A brief period of spring lay- 
ing does not warrant us in feeding a 
bird a whole year. Many flocks con- 
tain a lot of birds that do most of their 
laying In the spring. The most per- 
sistent summer broodies are often of 
this type, and yet some people consider 
broodirtess as an indication of previous 
heavy laying. 


It behooves us to cull out our un- 


profitable stock. Market while prices 
are good those hens that it will not 
pay to keep and retain only those that 
are likely to be profitable.—Poultry 
Keeper. 


Don't Feed Corn to Turkeys. 


One writer asks if wheat and rye 


and cracked corn are good for turkeys. 
Wheat is the best possible feed after 
they are old enough to digest it Rye. 
I think, is too hearty for young tur- 
keys, and corn I never feed In auy 
forui, as it kills them. I have baked 
johnny cake with butcher's scraps in it 
' and fed them liberally of it. and tho 
next thing they began to die by the 
score. They would begin to walk slow, 
as though they were tired or -weak. 
They could hardly walk, and It was 
invariably goodby turkeys. 


As a turkey must be kept healthy to 


live you cannot build up new digestive 
organs on a turkey when they are once 
broken down. Insects and seeds that 
they pick up in the field are their nat- 
ural diet, aud if they can be kept out 
of the wet they would do best If In- 
sects were plentiful not to feed at all. 
I have watched my little poults and 
listened to their contented chatter 
when they could get out in the grass 
after so much confinement, picking 
mustard 
blossoms 
and 
bugs and

Great judgment is needed at 


that time so as to keep them growing 
as fast as possible and not overfeed 
them; at the same time they must not 
be fed so as to make the combs de- 
velop too fast. Plenty of food must 
be given to keep bone, body and feath- 
ers growing, but meat must be used 
very sparingly at this time, for it has 
a tendency to make tho combs of 
both males and females grow too fast. 
All this can be avoided, but it takes 
actual experience to do this, for no 
set rule will work In /ill cases, nnd we 
must learn by actual experience how 
best to act.—Exchange.

The morganatic 
union of an heir to the throne was al- 
most unprecedented, but Archduke 
Francis was willing to resign all for 
love, which he did. Out of regard for 
his nephew Emperor ^ Francis Joseph 
sanctioned the marriage after the re- 
nunciation of the succession. 


The popular cry now is that the 


archduke had no legal right to re- 
nounce for his children's succession, 
and it is believed the fight for the Prin- 
cess Chotek's children will be madu 
along these lines.

"\VImt I» an Expert?" 


"You often speak of expert poultry- 


men," says a correspondent. "Now 
please tell us—what is an expert?" 


We must confess that the question 


came with something: of, a shock, for 
really it never heretofore occurred to 
us that any one who knew the meaning 
of the common word "expert" would 
not know what -was meant when It 
was used to describe a poultryman. 


But as we think It over In the light 


of some discussions recently taking 
place in our columns it does not seem 
so strange that some confusion should 
exist 


Properly speaking, an expert poultry- 


man is one whose experience and (.rain- 
ing have qualified him for some branch 
of poultry keeping. Such a man is an 
expert In his particular line. Some are 
expert in several lines. If there Is one 
who may fairly claim to be expert in 
all lines, he has not yet been located. 


But some recent communications ap- 


pearing* In these columns have treated 
of "experts" as a species of parasites 
among poultryrnen. Some of our corre- 
spondents have had dealings with men 
who professed experience and skill they 
did not possess, and so seem to have 
arrived at the conclusion that none of 
those claiming to be accomplished 
poultrymen is so In 'reality. Thus It 
has happened that the term "expert 
poultryman" has sometimes appeared 
as a derogatory phrase.—Farm Poul- 
try. 


Poultry Manure. 


As ig well known, poultry manure Is 


one of the best and strongest fertilizers 
extant says a writer in an exchange. 
During the warm weather, howevei 
which Is not too favorable for tbt 
keeping of this manure, as it parts 
very rapidly with Its ammonia, It Is 
not advisable to keep It separate from 
the other manures. It will be more 
economical and serviceable either to 
use it Immediately or to mix it with 
the stable manure. The dropping from 
growing animals or birds is not so val- 
uable us that from matured stock, so 
that the autumn or winter Is n better 
time to store up the poultry droppings, 
A very good way In summer to dispose 
of It IS by making It Into a liquid ma- 
nure and watering fruit trees, flowers 
ind vegetables all Into the roots.

WHY IMMIGRATION FELL OFF. 


The total number of alien immi- 


grants into this country during the fis- 
cal year ended June 30,1902, was 730,- 
798, a number 167,930 greater than 
that of the year preceding, and great- 
er than that of any previous year ex- 
cept 1882, when, the arrivals numbered 
788,992. After 1882 there -was a slight 
tailing off in. the volume of immigra- 
tion until 1893, when it made a re- 
markable drop, and continued falling 
•until in 1895 it was but 256,000, and in 


1898 
but 229,000. In 1899 there'<was 


a marked increase in the number of 
immigrants, awl the gain continued 
during 1900 and 1901. 


The reason for the faling off of the 


number of immigrants from. 1893 to 


1898 
is plain: enough—the wage earn- 


ers of Europe knew that they would 
be quite as well off in their own coun- 
tries as they would be here, where the , 
American wage earners were having 
a Tiardi time to get along, and scores 
of thousands of them, with their fam- 
ilies, were being kept from the ex- 
tremes of hunger only by the public 
soup houses. That was the era of free 
trade "prosperity" under the Gorman- 
Wilsoa tariff, a brand of prosperity 
which the democratic party is desir- 
ous that the American working man 
ehould again enjoy. 


Grover Cleveland and a "tariff re 


form" congress were elected in 1892, 
and assumed full control of national 
affairs on the 4th of March, 1893; and 
Samuel Gornpers, president of 
the 


American Federation of Labor, said in 
his report for 1893 that -since August 
of that year "we have been in the 
greatest industrial depression this 
country has ever -experienced. It i? 
no exaggeration' to say that more than 
three millions of our fellaw-workert 
throughout the country are without 
employment." 


In his report to the federation in 


3897 President Compere spolie moro 
cheeringly, as follows: "That terrible 
period for the -wage earners o! this 
country which began in 1893, and 
which has left behind it such a record 
of horror, hunger and misery, prac- 
tically ended with the dawn of the 
year 1897." That was the year in 
•which, William McKinley and a rr-piih 
lican congress, which regarded the- in- 
terests of American -workers and bu.s 
inefes men as o£ more importance to 
be considered than the profits of Uu- 
European manufacturers, tho British 
and German steamship companies or 
the New York importers of cheap-wast- 
forelgn goods, relieved Cleveland and 
hl« tariff reporm congress.

when I feed and after the birds are 
all off the roost I pull rope (H) and lift 
the roosts and platform altogether. 
The droppings roll back and down into 
trough (I), from which they can be re- 
moved in less than half the time by 
the method of scraping. 


The roosts are fastened up all day, 


which induces the fowls to work and 
not roost all day. 
Neither is there 


anything in tho way fastened i > tho 
floor, and I use the entire house for 
scratching shed in cold weather. By 
untying the rope and unhooking at the 
back all may be carried out of house to 
be painted or burned for vermin.—L. 
G. Householder in Poultry Keeper. 


Tlic Hen Wasn't to lilame. 


We have visited breeders' yards and 


scon birds standing upon the nest pant- 
ing and breathless from the heat and 
so weakened and exhausted from the 
ravages of lice that they actually died 
on the nest. One case of cruelty that 
we will ne%er forget was one in which 
Just such a bird figured. Sbe was a 
large o\erweight bird and fco infested 
with lice as to make her wild with 
pain and unable to sit or stand still. 
Her owner bad sot her upon a sit- 
ting of high priced eggs of a new 
%arietj and set bis hopes high for a 
good hatch. The poor bird, not being 
able to properly Incubate the eggs, had 
finished her labor with four chicks as 
tlick result While suffering a thousand 
torments nml tramping around the nest 
she had trampled upon and killed three 
of the chick1;. Tho human brute who 
owned her had no sooner discovered 
the facts than in his lage he grabbed, 
the bird from the nest nnd with all 
his strength hurled her to tho ground. 
She writhed a few moments and then, 
bleeding and crushed, lay quiet and 
soon breathed her last. Perhaps I im- 
agined it, but to me there seemed to 
be an indescribable, pitiful, reproachful 
look Jn the eyes of that dying bird 
which told as plainly us words could 
possibly tell that she loved her chicks 
a thousand times more than did or 
could the man who took her life and 
that she would have given her life in 
protecting thorn. Sho was only a hen, 
you say. Well, maybe that's all, but 
the God who sees the fall of the spar- 
row will ece the lion also, and I 
tliunked him from the bottom of roy 
^eart that he gave me ouo which 
would, notipcrmit mo to wantonly, covv- 
,'artlly and inhumanly destroy a dumb 
crenluio with the motherly instinct of 
that lien. People who are capable of 
doing such things can never prosper.— 
American jl'oultry Journal. 


Wnter on IJcnmixl. 


Water is an absolute necesbity at nil 


times for fowls. Don't think for a mo- 
ment that tho fowls can do well or live 
a groat while without plenty of water, 
and during hot weather tbis should 
have special attention, for a clean, 
cool drink is as grateful to thorn ns to 
ourselves. No one should neglect the 
,water supply for either the young or 
the old stock. In fact, they could not 
long grind their food or pass it through 
tho crop without plenty of water to 
aid in the process, for by the aid of 
tho .water is 1ho food softened, digos- 
tlon aided and the system sustained. 
It 1s not much trouble to till the water 
pots twice a day during hot weather, 
nml the fowls noed it every hour. 
Watch the littlo chicks run and take n 
little at a tlino, then run nway to food, 
und soon they come back for n little 
nioro. This continual supply of mol.s- 
turo nlds thorn In grinding and digest- 
Ing their food, nnd they must have It 
all the timo and plenty of it or they 
will not thrive an they tdiould. .

Clearing the Way For Panama. 
The official repoit of Attorney Gen- 


eral Knos iu reference to the title to 
the Panama canal franchise and prop- 
city, announcing the conclusion that 
"the United States will receive a 
good, valid and uniiicumbered title." 
settles an important que&tion in the 
preliminary work of digging the isth- 
mian waterway. 


The only obstacle now remaining is 


the lack of an adequate agreement 
with the United States of Colombia 
concerning the terms upon which the 
government of that country will trans- 
fer the concession to the government 
of the United States of America. A 
protocol was signed last May by Secre- 
tary Hay and Minister Concha of Co- 
lombia, but this bad to be modified to 
conform with the Spooner act sub&c- 
queiitly passed by congress. 


Minister Concha seems now inclined 


to place obstacles, in the way of the 
consummation of the treaty, he having 
apparently taken umbrage at the ac- 
tion of the United States in safeguard- 
ing the Panama railroad during the 
revolution on the isthmus. While this 
has caused the state department at 
Washington some annoyance and occa- 
sioned direct communication with the 
Bogota government, it is not believed 
that it will long delay negotiations. 
The matter is of so great importance 
to both countries that it is hardly con- 
ceivable that any serioiiSjdlfficulty can 
arise to prevent tho promulgation of a 
mutually satisfactory treaty.

In other words, he 
reduces their weight, but as soon as 
the j>c-r!od of fasting is finished they 
arc given the richest food nnd if pos- 
sible are allowed a grass run. The re- 
sult is,that the feathers are dried out 
by this fasting, and the rich food 
starting the young feathers push the 
old dry ones out of place, the bird 
having the appearance of being picked. 


At the time of my visit to Mr. Mitch- 


ell's yards, during the fall of 1901, 1 
found In some of the small runs in his 
barn lo't, where birds were molting, 
enough loose feathers to make a good 
sized pillow, and they had dropped oat 
of the birds within three days of ray 
visit, as three days previous the feath- 
ers had all been cleaned up. The re- 
sult obtained by Mr. Mitchell can be 
secured by allowing the brood hens 
to set for two or three weeks during 
warm weathers, and when taken off. 
the nests given the best of food for 
a couple of weeks. There are many 
systems In -vogue, all of them proving 
more or less valuable. Some breeders 
place the birds in small houses about 
as large as a dog kennel, facing the 
same to the north, never allowing the 
sun to shine on the bird during molt 
This has a tendency to hurry the molt 
along. 
•At one place I visited I found birds 
confined to coops of this kind that had 
been carefully hand pickeeL, every 
feather being taken off the same as 
dressing for market The poor old 
birds were ashamed of themselves, 
like a peacock when he loses his tail, 
and remained inside of their boxes all 
day, only coming to the door to eat 
and drink. I am glad to say that this 
system of molting Is not at all com- 
mon or popular, and I trust it never 
will be. 


The starving or reducing system is 


well worth a trial, and when fasting Is 
all over be careful to have plenty of 
sunflower seed or oil cake to go with 
their feed, not overlooking the impor- 
tance of green food or grass runs. 
Let any hen that becomes broody sit, 
placing her in a keg or barrel turned on 
its side, so that she will heat up thor- 
oughly, and the old feathers will be 
shoved off as soon as she is off the 
nest.

Care of Turkeys. 


If we have hot days and cool nights, 


watch your turkeys closely, and if any 
of them show signs of cold quarantine 
them immediately and give any good 
commercial roup cure. It will be well 
to give some of the cure in the drink- 
ing water given to the rest of the flock, 
and if you notice any of the others 
sneezing and running at the nose place 
them also in quarantine, that you may 
avoid that dreaded disease diphtheritic 
roup. 


If any cf your flock become crop- 


bound (they are not apt to do so if 
their grit dish is kept filled), pour melt- 
ed lard down the throat and knead the 
crop gently with the fingers. I men- 
tion this now as it sometimes happens 
that their fiist day in the field after 
the grain the crop Is full of oats, and 
if they do not get sufficient grit the 
sharp hulls cause it to pack, so if you 
see a droopy turkey come in catch it, 
and you can easily tell by feeling the 
crop it' it be cropbound. Keep it away 
from the rest of the flock, not because 
it is contagious, but for your own con- 
venience in catching it to administer 
medicine and that it may not be in- 
jured by the rest of the flock.—Mar- 
garet Cavanaugh Daly in Poultry 
Success. 


A Xciit of 14,000 Hems' EKES. 


- According to a Sjdncy paper, Aus- 
tralia has the largest duck farm and 
tho largest incubator in tho world. The 
incubator has a capacity of 11,4-10 
ducks' eggs, or 14,080 hens' eggs. Tho 
machine is, in fact, a hothouse. It 
stands in open ground and is con- 
structed of ordinary pine board, with 
corrugated Iron roof. Tho egg trays 
each hold 130 ducks' eggs or 1GO hens' 
eggs, and there are four of these trays 
end to ond in eleven tiers, one above 
the other, on each side of the room, 
making a total of eighty-eight. Mois- 
ture is supplied in pans beneath the 
bottom tier of trays. The heat is sup- 
plied by moans of stoam pipes from a 
large boiler. Tho Incubator Is said to 
be working well nnd bringing out a bic 
percentage of ducks.

Xoth- 
iug uiort- is r«iuir*tl, and a few min- 
utes of such work every day are guar- 
am<vd to give greater chvst expansion, 
di*velopjjjont and solidity of muscle 
thau any other system, while- at the 
same time burning away, as» it were, 
sui>erfluous ilejjh—that is to say, get- 
ting rid of the unhealthy, flabby tissue, 
and reducing the obese person to grace- 
ful and-healthy proportions. 


The tension and vibration cannot be 


used directly with each muscle singly, 
but it is claimed that by- making use 
of six separate movements it is possi- 
ble to exercise every muscle of the 
trunk and limbs. Such exercise will 
cause a change in the circulation of the 
part, removing all excess of adipose 
tissue, making the flesh firm and 
healthy. 


Exercise 1.—Stretch the hands above 


the head as far as possible, clinch the 
thumb of the right hand between the 
thumb and tirst finger of the left hand. 
Now bend the body forward at the 
waist. 
Stretch the hanels as far as 


possible all the while, the muscles held 
tense in the meantime, and continue to 
bend until the hands touch or nearly 
touch the ground. Now raise the body 
to its starting position, breathing rapid- 
ly all the while. Air must be taken 
into the lungs in unison with the move- 
ment, so that by the time the bauds are 
above the head the lungs will be filled. 


Exercise 2.—Hands in same position 


as in first exercise. 
Bend the body 


backward as far as possible, breathing 
always through the nostrils; remain in 
this position for a few seconds. 


Exercise 3.—With the arms stretched 


out on either side, bend the body at the 
hips very slowly -until one baud points 
directly upward and the other down- 
ward. 
Remain In this position for a 


few seconds, breathing deeply, and 
then go to the other extreme. 


Exercise 4.—Stretch the arms out as 


far as possible on either side, feet to- 
gether; twist the body gently, turning 
round to the right as far as you can-. 
Do this slowiy, and remain in position 
a few seconds, then twist the bexly 
gently round to the left 


Exercise 5.—Place the hands on the 


hips. Stretch forward as far as possi- 
ble, then cause the body to vibrate rap- 
idly back and forth. This will be the 
most difficult exercise and requires 
considerable ^practice, but is very ef- 
fective. It should be done a few sec- 
onds only at a tune. Its special use is 
to reduce flesh found, the- abdomen. 


Exercise G.—Stand in the same posi- 


tion as in exorcise 5 aud vibrate the 
body rapidly from side to side. This 
reduces flesh on the hips and" sides. 


The exercises should not be prolonged 


for more than five minutes. Four or 
five mintues given to them twice a 
day, morning and evening, are suffi- 
cient 


Baked Quinces. . 


Baked quinces are excellent for 


luncheon, and since quinces keep well 
one may enjoy them often until almost 
Christmas time. 
Core and pair eight 


ripe, juicy quinces. Core before paring 
that the fruit may keep its shape. Tut 
them into a buttered baking dish, fill 
cavities with sugar, sprinkle what re- 
mains of three-quarters of a cupful of 
sugar over them nnd add one and a 
half cupfuls of water. Cover and bake 
until soft iu a moderate oven, basting 
often with the sirup in the dish. 
Quinces require a long time for cook- 
Ing. Serve them hot with butter and 
sugar.—Good Housekeeping. 


Little Pear 1'nadlnes. 


Individual pear puddings may be 


easily and quickly prepared by this rec- 
ipe: Wash and core large pears, put 
them in a shallow baking pan and set 
In a steamer. 
When they are ten- 


der, take out and fill each pear with 
chopped preserved ginger and its sirup. 
Arrange thorn in a dish, sift sugar over 
thorn and cover each with a stiff me- 
ringue. Set in the oven to brown, and 
serve. 


Pump-kin Pie. 


Into twTo teacupfuls of stewed pump- 


kin stir a scant teacupful of sugar, a 
tenspoonful of ginger or loss, to taste, 
halt' a tenspoonful of salt, half a tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon, two beaten eggs 
and two teacupfuls of half cream and 
half milk. Bake slowly In a large, 
deep pie tin.

the proper conditioning ami prejjjjra- 
tlon of The su.ek. Kvcry oi.v know* 
that fowl* as usually founel on the 
range are far from being in presuma- 
ble shape for appearance iu the show 
arena. Consequently they must be 
placed hi suitable coops aud runs for 
conditioning. This means ttiat they 
must be carefully handled, cleaned and 
put In proper weight. If a bird is wild. 
it must be tamed and made to pose 
and handle well In the hands of stran- 
gers, as the Judge must handle them. 
and a judge has no patience with a 
wild or frightened bird. A good bird 
untamed and out of condition Is often 
left out of consideration by the judge 
when otherwise it might have won an 
honorable place. On the other hand. 
an inferior specimen well shown is of- 
ten given a first prize by reason of its 
condition and proper preparation for 
the judge's inspection. 


Another matter of great importance 


Is cleanliness. A bird to show to good 
advantage must be clean. Mo matte* 
how good a specimen may be. If shown, 
with soiled and broken plumage it can 
never be depended upon to command 
the admiration of the judge. 


Most fowls will clean and condition 


themselves if placed in clean and suit' 
able quarters. Put them in rooms or 
pens well supplied with clean straw 
or chaff and keep their quarters clean, 
and they -will usually take care of 
themselves. 
A white bird should 


In in.ost cases be washed before going 
Into the showroom. To do this proper- 
ly requires that the one doing the work 
must be familiar with the operation. 
Take two common washtubs and fill 
each about halt' full of water. The first 
or scrubbing bath should be about as 
warm as required for washing clothes; 
the other should be milk warm and 
contain perfectly clean -water made 
blue with ordinary bluing about the 
same as rinse water for white clothes. 
When all is ready, use pure castile 
soap and scrub every fowl thoroughly, 
using care not to rub against the feath- 
ers so as to break them. After the 
work of scrubbing is thoroughly ac- 
complished put the fowl into the rins- 
ing water, and be very particular to 
rinse all the soap from the feathers. 


The next and most difficult part of: 


the work is drying. This may best be 
accomplished by carefully rubbing 
with a turkish towel before a fire. 
When the bird is as dry as it is possi- 
ble to make it in this way, place It in 
a clean coop which has been previous- 
ly prepared, with about six inches of 
clean straw, and the bird will soon 
appear as clean and bright as a new 
silver dollar. The next important thing 
is to keep it in this condition until it 
reaches the showroom, which may be 
accomplished by keeping the bird's 
apartments scrupulously clean at all 
times during its confinement pending 
its trip to the show.

Shipping- 


There must be a reason why eggs 


hatch better when shipped by some 
fanciers than others, says Bettie Glo- 
ver Mackey. In the first place a fan- 
cier should never ship an old egg. 
Send out eggs as promptly as possible 
after order is received, always writing 
to the purchaser they have been ship- 
ped. There is seldom any trouble about 
turkey eggs not being fertile, but I be- 
lieve the great secret of success in 
shipping eggs so they will hatch well 
is in the packing. They must be pack- 
ed in a manner not to be shaken up or 
the yolk of the egg will be broken, and 
ns surely as this is done the hatch Is 
spoiled. They must be packed with 
soft material, but at the same time 
firmly placed so that the jolting of the 
cars or wagons will not break them. 
I believe it takes practice to make a 
good egg packer. I think, too, thnt ono 
person can pnck well In one Way while 
another will fail by that same method.

People -who are easily discouraged 


are seldom successful, no -matter what 
they undertake. Sometimes of course 
we meet with exceptions, or perhaps 
seeming exceptions, where appear- 
ances seem to indicate that the right 
mau did the right thing at the right 
time and success followed with ap- 
parently little effort. But a mighty big 
majority of successful people gained 
their point of vantage by hard knocts 
and continued effort. 


Snccess in breeding standard bred 


poultry comes in the same way. This 
is evidenced by the wrecks strewu 
along the way and by an analysis of 
the recoi-ds and efforts of those who 
are pronounced successes. The breed- 
ers who a're prominent in the poultry 
world today did not gain their promi- 
nence In a single season.' Some of 
them started with a very ordinary 
grade of stock and spent several sea- 
sons in getting their flocks to a high 
standard of excellence and then spent 
more time in getting a show record 
and in getting their names and' their 
stock before the public through adver- 
tising. 
Others, who have used rare 


judgment and started with the best, 
who have intelligently studied the 
principles of breeding and given much 
thought to the work, have reached a 
position near the top in a comparative- 
ly short time. 
They have produced 


good birds, have won with them at the 
shows and through liberal but judi- 
cious advertising have gained success 
both in reputation and financially. We 
want to Impress upon amateur breed- 
ers the fact that they should not ex- 
pect to accomplish these things the 
flrst season, and indeed for several 
seasons, unless due attention is given 
to the elements which influence these 
results. No doubt there are thousands 
of our subscribers who are now begin- 
ning to see the results of their first 
season's work, and we urge them to 
not go* discouraged if the roundup of 
the young stock does not show a large 
number of extra choice birds. It is a 
sure thing that you will not have as 
many as you expect. 


The thing to do Is to got together the 


best you have and lay a solid founda- 
tion for the future. Try to learn just 
how you produced your best birds and 
store this knowledge away in your 
mind now while It is fresh for use next 
spring, when it again comes time to 
mate the breeding birds. Don't let dis- 
appointment get the best of your en- 
thusiasm. Remember that patience 
and perseverance are required to ac- 
complish all things worth striving for 
and that It Is the "stayer" who wins.— 
American Poultry Journal.
